A re- 
cipient of  a Master’s  degree  in 
Music,  Mrs-  Williams  is,  coinci- 
dentally enough,  sister-in-law  to 
Designer  Cabanilla.  The  score, 
composed  for  wind  instruments 
and  percussion  in  order  to  create 
a sound  traditional  of  the  Fif- 
teenth Century,  includes  songs 
written  into  the  dialogue  by 
Shakespeare  by  Desdemona  and 
lago. 

“Othello,”  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Harold  I.  Hansen,  is  sche- 
duled for  production  March  27-30 
on  the  Joseph  Smith  Auditorium 
stage.

Items  once  used  at  the  Utah 
State  Hospital  are  being  display- 
ed on  the  second  floor  of  the 
Smith  Family  Living  Center  by 
the  students  of  psychiatric  nurs- 
ing. 

Some  of  the  items,  such  as  the 
.straight  jackets,  leg  irons  aod 
billy  clubs,  are  from  the  collec- 
tion of  Charles  McKell,  a social 
worker  at  the  hospital. 

THE  STRAIGHT  jacket  was 
once  used  to  restrain  the  patients 
from  hurting  themselves  or 
others.  Today  tranquilizer  pills 
have  replaced  the  jacket  to  a 
great  extent,  according  to  Miss 
Betty  Kiley,  psychiatric  instruc- 
tor at  the  State  Hospital. 

Billy  clubs  were  once  used  to 
keep  the  patients  in  line.  Some 
of  the  clubs  were  made  by  the 
patients  to  protect  themselves 
from  the  guards. 

LEG  IRONS  and  boots  that 
weighed  18  pounds  were,  in  the 
past,  fastened  around  the  pa- 
tient’s leg  to  keep  him  from  wan- 
dering too  far.  The  handcuffs 
were  used  only  in  bringing  the 
patients  to  the  hospital.

Coach  Courtney  Leishman  is 
his  first  year  at  the  lower  campus  high  school  and  h 
fifth  year  of  coaching,  and  there  on  only  a temporal 
basis,  which  is  not  a great  deal  of  incentive  for  a coac 
However,  Leishman  has  done  in  one  year  what  no  otk 
coach  has  been  able  to  do  for  the  Wildcats  in  nearly  fl 
teen.  The  big  question  is  why.  There  are  many  possib 
answers  such  as  outstanding  talent,  new  plays  and  sco| 
ing  techniques,  and  unusual  height.  This  writer  wou| 
discard  most  of  these  for  another  reason.

Tiie  opposite  of  this  is  a h!f  ^ 
pressure  program  where  tlie  greatest  emphasis  is 
winning.  This  soon  loses  its  fun  and  enjoyment  ai 
becomes  work  and  drudgery.  Congratulations  to  tl 
coach  and  his  boys  who  played  to  have  fun  and  to  wi 
Perhaps  the  various  staff  members  of  our  yarsi' 
athletic  programs  could  learn  a lesson  froin  our  junio 
and  ease  up  on  the  pressure  tliey  place  on  their  atlilet 
to  produce.  Where  financial  aid  is  given  the  athlete  tl 
pressure  becomes  even  greater,  with  the  philosophy  - 
produce  or  pay  your  own  way,  bearing  sway.  The  lii 
between  amateurism  and  professionalism  is  fine  in  sir 
a situation.  Some  great  atliletes  make  it  in  spite  of  th 
pressure  rather  than  because  of  it,  but  there  are  mai 


more  with  real  potential  who  do  not  make  it  becau 
of  their  failure  in  the  “trial.” 


There  were  over  100  freshmen  out  for  football  th 
year,  and  at  the  very  most  15  or  20  will  make  the  va 
sity  next  fall.  Think  how  great  the  pressure  will  be  < 
these  fellows  this  pring  wlien  tlie  big  test  comes. 
many  it  will  mean  the  continuation  or  termination 
their  college  careers.  It  would  be  all  right,  if  they  hi 
not  been  wooed  into  coming  here  rather  than  some  ot 
er  let’s  say  smaller  college  wliere  they  would  have 
better  chance  to  iilay  and  enjoy  it  more. 

But  why  kick  against  llw  pricks.  “Money  rules 
in  athletic  policy,  and  we  can’t  worry  about  a few 
dispensible  kids  when  thousands  of  dollars  are  at 
stake.”
